Radio Hanoi claimed that two more 
B52s were shot down near Haiphong 
today, raising to 17 the number of 
Stratofortresses and to 42 the number 
of American planes that North Viet­ 
nam claims to have downed in the last 
six days. 
While attention focused on the air 
war in the North, the Saigon govern­ 
ment announced a unilateral 24-hour 
cease-fire in South Vietnam for Christ­ 
mas, beginning Sunday at 6 p.m. 
The South Vietnamese Foreign 
Ministry initially had announced it 
would start at noon but later revised 
the time. The Viet Cong earlier had 
declared a similar but unilateral 24- 
hour cease-fire for the holiday, be­ 
ginning at I p.m. Sunday. 
The U.S. command refused to 
comment on the South Vietnamese 
cease-fire. It said it would not discuss 
“future operations.” However, the 
Florida White House said President 
Nixon has left open the possibility he 
may order a Christmas pause in the air 
war against the North. 


Quake Hits Nicaragua; 
Damage Said Heavy 


GUATEMALA CITY, Guatem ala 
(AP) — A strong earthquake struck 
Managua, Nicaragua, early today, 
reportedly causing extensive damage 
in the center of that Central American 
city. First reports indicated there were 
many homeless, injured and dead. 
All normal communications between 
Managua and the outside were cut by 
the quake which struck at 12:40 a.m. — 
1:40 a m. EST — but reports reaching 
Guatemala City from amateur radio 
operators in Managua indicated 
damage was verv heavy and that Man­ 
agua was without water and elec­ 
tricity. 
Planes with relief supplies, medicine 
and doctors were being prepared in 
Guatem ala, 
El 
Salvador 
and 
Venezuela, but one radio operator, 
transmitting from a mobile unit in the 
center of Managua, said the in­ 
terruption in electrical service had put 
navigation equipment at the Managua 
airport out of operation. 
Highways leading to Managua 
reportedly were closed, and the only 
means of transportation to the city was 
by helicopter. 
In Washington, the U.S. State 
Departm ent said its em bassy in 
Managua had been destroyed, one- 
third of the city was in flames and 
most of the hospitals had been leveled. 
A State Department spokesman in 
Washington said its information was

One of the ham radio reports 
reaching Guatemala City said the 
Nicaraguan Central Bank an 18-story 
building, also was heavily damaged.

Survivors O f Plane Crash 
In October Being Rescued 


SAN FERNANDO, Chile (AP) - 
Eight survivors of an October airplane 
crash today began their 70th day at the 
12,000-foot level in the Andes Moun­ 
tains, huddled together for warmth in 
the craft’s broken fuselage. 


Three mountain-survival experts — 
bringing food, clothing and medicine 
— joined them after helicopters 
rescued six other survivors. 


Flight crews waited for clearing 
skies to resume the rescue mission in 
an area where clouds usually close 
high valleys by noon. The forecast was 
for some cloudiness but better con­ 
ditions than prevailed the past three 
days, officials said. 
Two Chilean air force helicopters 
lifted the first six out Friday morning 
from the wreckage of the Uruguayan 


air force plane that crashed Oct. 13 on 
the Argentine-Chilean border. 
Their discovery came after two 
other survivors — both members of the 
Old Christians rugby team of Mon­ 
tevideo, Uruguay — gave up hope of 
being found and began walking out. 
After IO days, they met a mountain 
shepherd 
who carried word to 
authorities that they and 14 others of 
the 45 persons aboard the plane had 
survived the crash, hunger, blizzards 
and avalanches. 
Cesar Charlone, Uruguayan charge 
d’affaires, spoke to several of the 
survivors at a hospital in San Fer­ 
nando, about 110 miles south of San­ 
tiago. They told him that 24 of the 45 
lived through the crash but eight were 
buried alive by an avalanche several 
days later. 


Doctors who examined the eight 
brought to San Fernando said they 
were ‘‘in surprisingly good condition ... 
but they have lost a lot of weight.” 


Robert Canessa was one of the two 
rugby players who decided to leave the 
crash site and seek help. 
He said the survivors rationed 
chocolate bars and light food on board, 
melted snow for drinking water and 
ripped off the plane's seat covers to 
improvise blankets. 
They rigged an antenna and a bat­ 
tery-operated radio receiver to hear 
the discouraging news that the search 
had been suspended three times 
because of bad flying conditions. But 
the patched up radio also brought word 
that Canessa and his teammate, 
Fernando Parrado, had been found.

Foes Spent 
$271,021 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Expense 
statements were filed in the Secretary 
of State’s office Friday for groups 
fighting for and against repeal of the 
state income tax in November. 
The statements show that the Ohio 
Education Association and the Ohio 
Farm Bureau Federation contributed 
about a third of the $271,021 spent by 
the state committee that worked to 
defeat repeal of the state income tax. 
According to its expense statement, 
the Citizens for Repeal of the Income 
Tax received $10,330 and spent $10,916. 
Ohio Citizens for Fair Taxation, the 
anti-repeal group headed by former 
State Rep Albert IL Si*aly of Dayton, 
listed contributions from OEA totaling 
$65,000 
The state farm group was listed as 
having contributed $40,621 
to the 
committee and making one loan of 
$10,000 
The repeal group headed by Rep. 
Robert E. Netzley, R-81 I^aura, listed 
269 contributers with the 
largest 
donation of $1,000 being given by the 
Newark Industrial Park of Newark. 
That committee listed unpaid bills of 
$2,261 to the Ohio Bell Telephone Co., 
$2,500 to the South Gate Development 
Co., and $1,622 in operating cash

Hurt Inflation Struggle 


WASHINGTON I AP) —- New figures 
on the cost of living make it unlikely 
that President Nixon will achieve his 
goal of chopping the inflation rate be­ 
low 3 per cent for 1972. 
Unusually high food 
prices for 
November helped drive the cost of 
living up by three-tenths of one per 
cent, the I.abor Department said 
Friday. The figures mean a net decline 
last month in an average weeklv 
earnings of American workers. 
Meat prices were a major factor in 
the increase in consumer food costs 
which usually decline in November. 
Food prices rose five-tenths of one per 
cent. 
Nixon this week ordered an end to 
meat imports to help drive down the 
price of beef and lamb. 
Other unseasonable fluctuations in 
food prices included sharp hikes in the 
cost of vegetables and less than ex­ 
pected declines for commodities like 
pork, eggs and fresh fruit. Clothing 
and residential gas bills were also up, 


the department said. 
The report said real spendable 
weekly earnings went down by five- 
tenths of one per cent from October to 
November, 
The actual increase in the cost of 
living was 2 per cent, but all figures 
are adjusted to meet seasonal price 
trends The three-tenths of one per 
cent rise adds up to an annual rate of 
3.6 per cent. 
Until recent months, Nixon ad­ 
ministration officials had stuck to their 
predictions that the 3 per cent figure 
could be met. 
Other items recording price in­ 
creases in November included used 
and new cars, furniture, household 
supplies and new houses. Gasoline and 
tire prices declined and rents rose less 
sharply than before. 
Utility costs, especially natural gas, 
increased too, along with another 
householder cost, mortgate interest 
rates.

DETROIT (AP) — Two of the 
nation's top auto makers say they will 
have to shut down production lines if 
they are forced to eliminate so-called 
“defeat devices” from emissions 
control systems. 
The warning came as three of the 
producers filed appeals Friday of a 
Dec. 15 order by the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) that various 
systems used to bypass emissions 
control systems be eliminated from 
current production. 
The nation’s biggest producer, 
General Motors, declined to join in the 
appeal, however. 
Ford Vice President Herliert Misch 


said the effect of a March 15 deadline 
set by the EPA for removal of two of 
the controversial devices “would be to 
force term ination 
of 
1973 
pro­ 
duction...for the balance of the model 
year’’ because replacement parts to 
serve the devices’ functions could not 
be immediately developed. 
American Motors said 
"a 
new 
development effort" would be required 
to replace devices currently in model 
production. 
The 
company 
said 
production would have to be shut down 
for at least some time after the March 
15 deadline. 
Chrysler, also filing an appeal, did 
not indicate whether enforcement of 


the order would force a shutdown. 
While not joining in the appeals, 
General Motors reiterated objections 
to the order. GM also requested an 
additional month past a Feb 15 dead­ 
line for elimination of another of the 
devices, a time delay switch used in 
Pontiacs. 
EPA 
Administrator 
William 
Ruckelshaus last week set 
the 
February and March deadlines for 
discontinuation of the devices. He said 
they violated the Clean Air Act of 1970 
by bypassing emissions control 
equipment in certain operating con­ 
ditions, such as cold weather starting. 
Industry spokesmen have countered 


that the devices do not substantially 
add to air pollution because they 
function only in starting the car or 
when the motor is cold. 
The makers have saki that per­ 
formance and gas mileage 
already 
believed hurt by emissions control 
systems — would be further injured by 
elimination of the bypass devices. 
Ford’s Misch protested that ambient 
temperature switches and spark delay 
valves affected by the ruling are not 
defeat devices “no matter how that 
term is defined.” 
The spark delay valve, he added, is 
“an effective contributor to the control 
of emissions to the prescribed levels.” 


American Motors also asserted that 
use of the over-ride devices “can 
reduce emissions by preventing engine 
malfunction 
and 
perform ance 
deterioration.” Chrysler said one of its 
devices serves a similar function. 
Ford, Chrysler and American also 
restated complaints that the devices 
are not in violation of the Clean Air 
Act. There were also complaints that 
the order without prior promulgation 
of appropriate regulations constitutes 
a violation of due process. 
In addition, Chrysler complained of 
limitations it said the EPA was placing 
on the scope of hearings tfiat will be 
held on the appeals.

His o nly suggestio n at this po int is to 
fo llo w the alread y reco m m ended 
pro cedure o f blending o no -mo ldy grain 
o r o ther co ncentrates with the mo ldy 
co rn. 
Pelleting has been tried with no 
success, acco rding to Dr. 
Wilso n. 
Recently , he co nducted tests o n a 
batch o f feed co ntaining mo ldy co rn. 
This feed cam e fro m Madiso n Co unty 
where ho gs refused to eat it. In the 
tests, part o f the feed was pelleted and 
the rest used in its o riginal gro und 


co nditio n. Bo th fo rm s were fed to ho gs 
at the Univ ersity . Ho gs receiv ing the 
pelleted feed ate 2.35 po unds per day 
and lo st fo ur-tenths (.4 ) o f a po und o f 
weight per day . Ho gs fed the o riginal 
gro und ratio n are 2.5 po unds and lo st 
o nly a half po und o f weight per day . 
Ano ther gro up o f ho gs were fed OSU 
22, a gro und ratio n co nsidered to be 
relativ ely free o f mo ldy co rn. Animals 
in this gro up ate fo ur po unds and 
gained 1.2 po unds per day . 
If y o u are co nsidering the use o f 
additiv es with mo ldy co rn to en­ 
co urage ho gs to eat it, check with Dr. 
Wilso n first to see if his tests hav e 
included the additiv es y o u want to use. 
It co uld sav e y o u tim e and mo ney if 
kno wn to d efin itely in crease the 
palatability o f feed co ntaining mo ldy 
co rn, co ntact Dr. Wilso n at 1029 Fy ffe 
Ro ad, Co lumbus, Ohio 43210.

Consider Taxes In Determining 
Proper Time To Sell Cash Crops

The Yuletide season is always a 
joyful time of the year, however, don’t 
let your holidays be spoiled by an 
accident. Statistics show that more 
accidents occur in December than in 
any other month. Be wary of those 
hazards the holidays bring. When 
driving, make safety your number one 
job. Be courteous and respect the 
rights of pedestrians and other 
drivers. Allow extra time for heavy 
traffic and slippery roads, and slow 
down in rain, darkness, and congested 
areas. Stay alert for the driver who has 
over-accelerated or overcelebrated, 
and expect the unexpected from 
pedestrians, too! 
When walking, remember the extra 
dangers of slippery, crowded streets 
and early darkness. Use proper 
walking shoes to get maximum 
traction, and remember, it takes 
longer for cars to stop on ice and snow. 
This holiday season keep these lines in 
mind: 
You don’t buy good citizenship — you 
exercise it. 
You don’t acquire alertness — you 
practice it. 
You don’t purchase safety — you 
earn it. 
On the road, courtesy is more than 
just a social grace .. . it is a 
moral responsibility. How about 
making courtesy your code of the road 
this holiday season. 


Next week will be a busy time in 
department stores as consumers ask 
for exchanges and refunds and com­ 
plain about Christmas purchases. 
If you find that you must return 
merchandise, be a responsible con­ 
sumer! Most retailers like satisfied 
customers. Here are some tips on how 
to return and exchange items, and if 
necessary, complain about possible 
unsatisfactory merchandise. Your 
consumer voice counts! 
Be a good customer: Do you have a 
justified complaint? Have you read the 
instructions carefully? Did you use the 
item for its intended purpose? What 


are the conditions of the warranty, and 
is the time period still effective? 
TX) your part for easy exchanges: 
Don’t wear or use the item if you 
immediately notice anything wrong. 
Promptly return the product with its 
sale bill if you use it and find 
something defective. Remember, 
seasonable merchandise loses value 
rapidly. 
Return the item to the 
salesperson you purchased it from, 
UNI.ESS the store has a separate 
exchange department. Return mer­ 
chandise with its sale ticket, if 
possible. This is your proof of purchase 
- it protects both you and the retailer. 
Some items cannot be returned. Be 
sure to check the store’s policy con­ 
cerning intimate apparel, “ sale,” and 
non-returnable items. Know retail 
policies - whether the store prefers 
cash refunding, or giving credit or 
“ due billing” ” for returned mer­ 
chandise. 
How to complain: What you should 
do when you lodge a complaint 
depends somewhat on the item. The 
American National Standards In­ 
stitute suggests the following: You 
may (I) Return the item to the store 
where you purchased it, (2) Write to 
the store or manufacturer, or both. 
Courtesy 
counts! 
Reliable 
manufacturers appreciate your letter 
of complaint, if it is businss-like. 
Manufacturers 
want 
satisfied 
customers. letters of complaint may 
alert companies to product trouble 
they didn’t know existed. 
Most manufacturers agree that 
complaints keep them alert and can 
even lead to increased profits. 
REM EM BER! Complain only when 
you have a valid gripe! Not only about 
a 
money 
loss, 
but 
about 
rude 
salespeople, late deliveries, confusing 
warranties, deceptive advertising, and 
outright gyps. 
Making 
justified 
complaints 
requires courage and patience. It 
takes time, but it is the best way to be a 
good consumer. A good consumer is a 
satisfied customer.

Feed Grain Program 
Explained To Farmers 


A preliminary explanation of the 
newly-announced 1973 Feed Grain 
Program is being mailed to Pickaway 
county farmers reports George E. 
Stump, Chairman of the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation < ASG) 
Committee. 


“ As they sort 
through 
their 
Christmas mail, I hope they find the 
explanation and put it aside for special 
attention,” he said, explaining it is the 
first official word to be sent directly to 
farmers on the major provisions of the 
1973 Feed Grain Program. 


Sign-up for the 1973 feed grain, 
wheat, and cotton programs begins 
February 5 at ASCS county offices and 
continues through March 16. 
The 1973 Feed Grain Program in­ 
cludes barley, corn, and grain 
sorghum, and producers may elect to 
participate under one of two options. 
Option A requires an acreage set- 
aside equivalent to 30 percent of a 


farm s feed grain base. Payment will 
be on an acreage equal to one-half of 
each feed grain base established for 
the farm. Per acre payment ranges 
will equal to the farm program yield 
times 35 cents for com, 33 cents for 
grain sorghum, and 28 cents for

barley. A supplemental payment is 
possible if a five-month national 
average price plus the payment is less 
than 70 percent of parity. Feed grain 
acreage on farms signed up in Option 
A will be limited only by set-aside and 
conserving base requirements. 
Option B requires an acreage set- 
aside equivalent to 15 percent of 
farm’s feed grain base. Farmers 
electing to participate under this plan 
agree to limit their 1973 total feed 
grain acreage to the total acreage 
certified as planted for harvest in 1972 
and also agree to forego supplemental 
payments. Payment will be on acreage 
equal to one-half of each feed grain 
base established for the farm. The per 
acre payment rates will be equal to the 
farm program yield times 24 cents for 
corn, 23 cents for grain sorghum, and 
20 cents for barley. 
Under either option, substitution of 
wheat in excess of the allotment and 
soybeans planted for harvest as beans 
will be considered as feed grain for 
purposes of preserving feed grain base 
history for the farm. 
Commodity loans will be available to 
all participants in the feed grain 
program on the farm ’s 
entire 
production. National average loan 
rates will be $1.08 per bushel for corn 
(No. 2 basis); $1.79 per hundredweight 
(1.00) per bushel for grain sorghums; 
and 86 cents per bushel for barley. 
The same alternate crops as ap­ 
proved for 1972 may be grown on set- 
aside in 1973. These are castor beans, 
crambe, guar, mustard seed, piantago 
ova to, safflower, sesame and sun­ 
flower. The payment reduction if 
alternate crops are grown on set-aside 
lapd will be euqal to 30 percent of the 
average payemtn rate under Option A. 
This will be true whether the farmer is 
participating under Option A. Option 
B, or the Wheat Program. 
Those interested in obtaining more 
details should check with the ASCS 
County Office, Stump said.

Ways Sought To Make 
Moldy Corn Palatable

With the abundance of moldy corn 
available 
to 
livestock 
feeders 
throughout Ohio and the Corn Belt, 
concern is mounting among livestock 
producers on how to feed it for best 
results. Many hog producers have 
already found that their hogs refuse to 
eat corn which has too much mold. 
They are now thinking in terms of 
adding materials such as mold 
inhibitors to moldy corn or pelleting 
the corn to see if hogs will accept it. 
Questions on these subjects are being 
posed daily to Richard Wilson, 
professor of animal science at The 
Ohio State University. 
So far, Dr. Wilson has not turned up 
anything that will increase the 
palatability of moldy corn, although 
several materials have been tested. 
His only suggestion at this point is to 
follow the already recommended 
procedure of blending ono-moldy grain 
or other concentrates with the moldy 
corn. 
Pelleting has been tried with no 
success, according to Dr. Wilson. 
Recently, he conducted tests on a 
batch of feed containing moldy corn. 
This feed came from Madison County 
where hogs refused to eat it. In the 
tests, part of the feed was pelleted and 
the rest used in its original ground 


condition. Both forms were fed to hogs 
at the University. Hogs receiving the 
pelleted feed ate 2.35 pounds per day 
and lost four-tenths (.4) of a pound of 
weight per day.

taxes to pay. If you do sell them this 
year, are married, filed a joint return, 
and have a taxable income of $10,000, 
your Federal income tax liability will 
lx‘ $1,820. 
Now let s suppose that you decide to 
hold the corn or beans until next year. 
If you sell your 1973 crop at harvest, or 
have other taxable income on 1973 of 
$10,(HK), and we assume that 1973 tax 
rates are tin* same as the 1972 rates, 
your tax on this would be $1,820. If you 
add the $10,(HK) income from the sale of 
the 1972 crop in 1973, your tax liability 
(assuming 1972 rates) on $20,000 would 
bi' $4,380. 
The taxes against the 1972 corn or 
beans sold in 1973 would be $2,560, 
which is the difference between $1,820 
and $4,380. Thus in this example, there 
would be an additional $740 of Federal 
income tax from postponing sale until 
1973. In order to pay the additional tax 
and break even, soybean prices would 
have to go up approximately 30 cents 
per bushel, and corn prices by about IO 
cents per bushel. One should also 
consider the importance of keeping 
farm income high enough to qualify for 
Social Security. 
(X course if your taxable farm in­ 
come for 1972 is high than the income 
you expect in 1973, there would be a tax 
advantage to holding storable crops 
until the beginning of next year. Also, 
if your 1972 income is 120 percent, plus 
$3,000, of your average income for the 
last four years, you may qualify for 
income averaging. If you think you 
may qualify, you will need to obtain a 
Schedule G. 
Thus, it is easy to see the importance 
of considering the tax consequences of 


buying and selling in one year rather 
than another. However, caution must 
be used to refrain from making 
business transactions solely in an 
effort to reduce taxes, because net 
income after taxes may actually be 
lower For example, if your Income is 
usually high and you purchase a 
farm 
machine for depreciation 
deduction and investment credit you 
can lower your tax liability, but if you 
really did not have adequate use for 
the machine, your net farm profit after 
taxes could suffer.

Hints To Extend The Life 
O f Christmas Poinsettia

Many of you have already or will 
soon receive a poinsettia to brighten 
your 
home during 
the 
Christmas 
holidays. It’s a toughtful “ side” gift 
for the “ hubby’’ and an excellent gift 
for a friend. 
And, you’ll likely want to stretch the 
life of your poinsettia as long as 
possible, even throughout the year and 
into the next Christmas season. It can 
be done. If doesn’t take magic or even 
a green thumb, says D. C. Kiplinger of 
the Ohio State University Department 
of Horticulture. It takes patience and 
care. 
Place it near a sunny window where 
it will get the most available sunlight. 
A window which faces south, east, or 
west is better than one facing north. 
Don’t let any part of the plant touch the 
col<* window pane because this may 
injure it. Put the plant where you want 
to while having company. 
Keep it in bloom with a temperature 
of 65 to 70 degrees during the daylight 
hours and move it to a cooler place at 
night. Since root rot disease is more 
prevalent at temperatures below 60 
degrees, don’t put the poinsettia in a 
room cooler than this. 
Avoid exposing the plant to hot and 
cold 
drafts 
which 
m ay 
cause 
premature leaf drop. 
Exam ine the soil daily and when the 
surface is dry to the touch, water the 
soil until it runs freely out the drainage 
hole in the bottom of the container. If a 
receptacle is used under the pot, 
Soil that is too wgt will lack sufficient 
a ir. This condition w ill injure the roots. 
Don’t let the plant wilt or it will drop its 
leaves prematurely, 
leaves prematurely. 
Poinsettias can be reflowered the 
second Christmas, 
you know, 
but 
unless a year-long schedule of care is 
practiced, the results usually aren’t 
too good. If you’re game and want to 
try it, here’s what to do. 
Continue normal watering of the soil 
until the first of April. Then allow the 
soil to dry gradually. Don’t let it get so 
dry at any time that the stems shrivel. 
This is a sign of dying. After the drying 
period, store the plant in a cool (60 
degree) airy location. 
In the middle of May, cut the stems 
back to about four inches above the soil 
and replant in a pot 1 to 2 inches larger 
in diameter. Use a fresh potting soil 
m ixture. W ater thoroughly after 
repotting; wait five minutes and water 
again. Then put the plant near a 
window that is exposed to the most 
sunlight. Keep it at a temperature of 70 
to 75 degrees and water when soil feels 
dry to the touch. After new growth 
appears, fertilize every two weeks 
with a com plete-analysis, water- 
soluble fertilizer at the rate recom­ 
mended on the label. 
Move the plant outdoors in early 
June. Place it in a lightly shaded 
location and continue watering and 
fertilizing. Remove 1 inch of terminal 
growth in early Ju ly. Then between 
August 15 and September 1, cut or- 
pinch the new stems back, allowing 
three to four leaves to remain on each 
shoot. Move the plant indoors and 
place it near 
the sunny window. 
Maintain temperature at 65 to 70 
degrees and continue watering and 
fertilizing. 
Poinsettias are short-day plants. 
This means they flower about 10 weeks 
after the length of daylight shortens to 
11 hours or less. Therefore, to have the 
plant in full flower by (Jiristm as, keep 
it in complete darkness between 5 
p.m. and 8 a.m. from the first of Oc­ 
tober until inanKsgiving. During this 
period any kind of light exposure 
between 5 p.m. and 8 a.m. will delay 
flowering. A closet, opaque box, 
opaque cloth will keep the plant 
darkness during these hours. 
Remember to put the plant near a 
sunny window in the daytime and 
continue to fertilize the plant until mid-

may 
cause 
premature leaf drop. 
Examine the soil daily and when the 
surface is dry to the touch, water the 
soil until it runs freely out the drainage 
hole in the bottom of the container. If a 
receptacle is used under the pot, 
Soil that is too wgt will lack sufficient 
air. This condition will injure the roots. 
Don ’t let the plant wilt or it will drop its 
leaves prematurely, 
leaves prematurely. 
Poinsettias can be reflowered the 
second Christmas, you know, but 
unless a year-long schedule of care is 
practiced, the results usually aren’t 
too good. If you’re game and want to 
try it, here’s what to do. 
Continue normal watering of the soil 
until the first of April. Then allow the 
soil to dry gradually. Don’t let it get so 
dry at any time that the stems shrivel. 
This is a sign of dying. After the drying 
period, store the plant in a cool <60 
degree) airy location. 
In the middle of May, cut the stems 
back to about four inches above the soil 
and replant in a pot I to 2 inches larger 
in diameter. Use a fresh potting soil 
mixture. W ater thoroughly after 
repotting; wait five minutes and water 
again. Then put the plant near a 
window that is exposed to the most 
sunlight. Keep it at a temperature of 70 
to 75 degrees and water when soil feels 
dry to the touch. After new growth 
appears, fertilize every two weeks 
with a complete-analysis, water- 
soluble fertilizer at the rate recom­ 
mended on the label. 
Move the plant outdoors in early 
June. Place it in a lightly shaded 
location and continue watering and 
fertilizing. Remove I inch of terminal 
growth in early July. Then between 
August 15 and September I, cut or- 
pinch the new stems back, allowing 
three to four leaves to remain on each 
shoot. Move the plant indoors and 
place it near the sunny window. 
Maintain temperature at 65 to 70 
degrees and continue watering and 
fertilizing. 
Poinsettias are sh ort-day plants. 
This means they flower about IO weeks 
after the length of daylight shortens to 
ll hours or less. Therefore, to have the 
plant in full flower by Christmas, keep 
it in complete darkness between 5 
p.m. and 8 a m. from the first of Oc­ 
tober until thanksgiving. During this 
period any kind of light exposure 
between 5 p.m. and 8 a.m. will delay 
flowering. A closet, opaque box, or 
opaque cloth will keep the plant in 
darkness during these hours. 
Remember to put the plant near a 
sunny window in the daytime and 
continue to fertilize the plant until mid-

injured by a dolphin,” he said 
Dr. Wallach grew up in St. I/mis and 
became fascinated by animals when 
fie worked during his high school years 
at tfie children’s zoo. He has spent a 
great deal of time in Africa studying 
animal behavior. 
“ It gives you an apprehension the 
first time you are on foot out on the 


grass plains. But when you learn when 
a rhino or lion will charge and when 
they will stop, you lost? the ap 
prehension.” 
“ If you use the wind and the bushes 
they can’t see or smell you and they 
lose interest. Except for the elephants. 
They put on methodical search-and- 
dostroy missions. If an elephant wants 
to get you, he will,” he said.

They were 
intricate, wro u ght-iro n cro sses a 
co u p le o f feet high, set in ro ws, bu t 
they also had — ap p arently the cu sto m 
in that regio n — small glass-co v ered 
p ho to grap hs o f the dead p erso n at­ 
tached to the intersectio n in the cro ss.

The fact that they had o nce 
ex isted bu t no w no lo nger did, at least 
in time, mo v ed into the fo regro u nd, 
alo ng with mu sings o n their co u rage 
p atrio tism and self-sacrifice. As Elio t 
p u ts it, “Whatev er we inherit fro m the 
fo rtu nate. We hav e taken fro m th< 
defeated. What they had to leav e u s

Christmas: The Wars End? 


We are now most of the way through 
the season of Advent, and Christmas is 
upon us: and, simultaneously, we are, 
one hopes, at the end of another war. 
The end, alas, is ambiguous, but it is 
possible to suspect, especially at this 
season, that the end of most or even all 
wars is ambiguous, the fact concealed 
bv peace treaties, instruments of 
surrender, proclamations of victory 
and so on. 


After all, we won both world wars 
hands down, and the enemy was 
thoroughly prostrate, yet neither war 
secured the lasting dominance of the 
victor, and the solidly based power of 
the vanquished soon reasserted itself. 
The North entirely defeated the South 
in our Civil War; yet today, the racial 
issue still unsettled, the South has

become the fulcrum of our national 
politics, and given the Wallace vote in 
Michigan and elsewhere it is at least 
arguable that the states of the old 
Union are in the process of being 
Southernized. The deeper currents of 
history seem only to be deflected, not 
really changed, by war. 
Which is not to say that the things 
men fight for at a given moment are 
invalid: the resistance to the Kaiser or 
to Hitler, the struggle to preserve the 
Union, and so forth. It is only to reflect 
that from the longer perspective all 
such issues seem somehow to be

/JEW YORK IA P) — Because our 
life mode has changed in recent 
decades, the elderly often have found 
themselves denied the respect that 
used to honor age, and the comfort and 
security that should reward a lifetime 
of effort. 
Consider only one change that led to 
this predicament: The tremendous 
migration from country to city has, in 
the past 20 years, increased the ratio of 
urban to rural population to 3 to I from 
2 to I. 
In cities, unlike on farms and in 
rural areas, space is at a minimum 
and its price at a premium. And, 
therefore, there is sometimes no room 
in the family for the older generation, 
especially if they can’t pay their way. 
For decades now the nation has been 
attempting to remedy 
this sad 
development of affairs. Government 
agencies have been offering more 
health, financial and social aid. 
Private groups have promoted pen­ 
sions and retirement homes. 
Efforts 
so 
far 
might 
seem 
momentous when compared to what 
had been done, but they seem small in 
relation to the continuing problem. It is 
not so much the miserliness of the in­ 
come-producing generation as of 
certain other factors. 
Two of these in particular made the 
great effort of one year seem meager a 
year later. 
Inflation has steadily 
decreased buying power; the span of 
life, though not growing at present, has 
greatly enlarged over the decades. 
All of which helps explain why Social 


Security benefits have risen in recent 
years and are projected to continue 
growing for a decade ahead, and why it 
is likely that when election time comes 
again they will be raised again. 
But it is Christmas now and not a 
time for politics, and it is appropriate 
to look at some of the benefits up­ 
coming at the turn of the year for 
Social Security recipients. 
— While more Americans each year 
receive an adequate wage, this was not 
so in the past. Wages often were paid 
without regard to minimum needs, and 
so many retirees now are consequently 
receiving inadequate pensions, too. 
Beginning in January, a special 
minimum benefit will aid such people.

Payroll taxes 
rise from 5.2 per cent to 5.85 per cent in 
1973, and the base on which deductions 
are to be made jumps to $10,800 from 
$9,000.

Eliot s sympathies lie almost en­ 
tirely with the defeated Royalists, yet 
in this poem, two and a half centuries 
later, he buries the hatchet.

Even as history itself moves 
on — “ We cannot revive old factions” 
— the Puritans and Royalists are 
united in death and in eternity, even as 
are the

Franciscans and 
Dominicans in Dante’s Paradiso. 
In a very modest way I myself had a 
hint of such a perception last winter 
while on a skiing vacation in Austria. I 
was walking idly in the churchyard of 
the local rural church waiting for 
Sunday morning Mass, and I noticed 
something odd about the monuments 
in the tiny cemetery there. They were 
intricate, wrought-iron crosses a 
couple of feet high, set in rows, but 
they also had — apparently the custom 
in that region — small glass-covered 
photographs of the dead person at­ 
tached to the intersection in the cross. 
I was startled to see that a good 
many of the faces were those of very 
young men, boys even, and that they 
wore the familiar field-grey uniform of 
the German army in World War II. 
They had fought for Hitler! They had 
fought us! Yet they did not look much 
different from the pleasant young 
Austrains I had been skiing with all 
week; and if, from the perspective of 
1945 those men from this tiny village 
had been on the “ wrong” side, now, a 
generation later, that seemed hardly 
to matter. The fact that they had once 
existed but now no longer did, at least 
in time, moved into the foreground 
along with musings on their courage 
patriotism and self-sacrifice.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nix o n has suspended meat impo rt 
quo tas fo r 1973 in an effo rt to sto p the 
rise in supermarket meat prices. 
Treasury Secretary Geo rge P. 
Shultz, who anno unced the decisio n 
Thursday , cautio ned that co nsumers 
sho uld no t ex pect a reductio n in meat 
prices. 
He said the actio n ho pefully will halt 
the current rise and stabilize the price. 
The natio n has been o perating 
witho ut impo rt quo tas since J uly when 
Nix o n remo v ed the quo tas then in 
effect. Shultz said so me co untries, 
no tably Australia, respo nded to the 
J uly actio n by shipping larger quan­ 
tities o f meat. 
Only abo ut sev en per cent o f the 
meat o n American markets co mes 
fro m fo reign so urces. Shultz said this 
percentage pro bably wo uld increase to 
eight 
per 
cent 
because 
o f 
the 
suspensio n. 
The to tal supply o f meat av ailable in 
America is ex pected to increase by 
three per cent, with much o f the in­ 
crease co ming fro m do mestic pro duc­ 
tio n, he said. 
Shultz declined to co mment o n 
whether o ther steps wo uld be taken to 
halt a rise in prices. 
“ This actio n,” he said, “ dem­ 
o nstrates 
the 
President’s 
firm 
determinatio n to ho ld the co st o f fo o d 
to the American co nsumer.” He said 
the suspensio n was no t aimed at 
American farmers. 
“ Our purpo se is to remedy a sho rt 
term sho rtage that is bey o nd the 
ability o f o ur farmers to fill in 
19 73 ,” he 
added. “ The v igo ro us gro wth o f em­ 
plo y ment and inco me we fo resee in 
1973 will mean an increase in the 
demand fo r meat in this co untry 
which, despite an increase in meat 
pro ductio n, will put upward pressure 
o n meat prices.”

Quotas Lifted 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon has suspended meat import 
quotas for 1973 in an effort to stop the 
rise in supermarket meat prices. 
Treasury Secretary George P. 
Shultz, who announced the decision 
Thursday, cautioned that consumers 
should not expect a reduction in meat 
prices. 
He said the action hopefully will halt 
the current rise and stabilize the price. 
The nation has been operating 
without import quotas since July when 
Nixon removed the quotas then in 
effect. Shultz said some countries, 
notably Australia, responded to the 
July action by shipping larger quan­ 
tities of meat. 
Only about seven per cent of the 
meat on American markets comes 
from foreign sources. Shultz said this 
percentage probably would increase to 
eight 
per 
cent 
because 
of 
the 
suspension. 
The total supply of meat available in 
America is expected to increase by 
three per cent, with much of the in­ 
crease coming from domestic produc­ 
tion, he said. 
Shultz declined to comment on 
whether other steps would be taken to 
halt a rise in prices. 
“ This action,” he said, “ dem­ 
onstrates 
the 
President’s 
firm 
determination to hold the cost of food 
to the American consumer.” He said 
the suspension was not aimed at 
American farmers. 
“ Our purpose is to remedy a short 
term shortage that is beyond the 
ability of our farmers to fill in 1973,” he 
added. “ The vigorous growth of em­ 
ployment and income we foresee in 
1973 will mean an increase in the 
demand for meat in this country 
which, despite an increase in meat 
production, will put upward pressure 
on meat prices.”

New CCI Inmate Council 


Election Slated Dec. 


CHILLICOTHE, Ohio 
(AP) 
Chillicothe Correctional Institute 
Superintendent Frank Gray said he 
dissolved the present inmate council 
and set Dec. 29 as the date for election 
of a new council. 
Gray said he took the action because 
it became apparent to him during 
negotiations of the 
recently-ended 
four-day sitdown strike, that prisoner* 
didn t trust their current representa­ 
tives. 
The work stoppage ended Thursday 
when 51 of the 1,000 inmates who 
participated in the strike were bused to 
the 
Southern 
Ohio 
Correctional 
Facility at Lucasville. 


Gray said the 51 men taken to the 
maximum security institute were the 
only ones who refused to end the strike. 
He said the men left the prison without 
incident. 
Petitions to select candidates for the 
new council election will be circulated 
among 
the 
institute’s 
inmate 
population starting Friday, according 
to Gray. 
The present council had been chosen 


at a regular election earlier this 
month, but only 300 inmates par­ 
ticipated, the superintendent noted. He 
expressed hope of a larger turnout in 
the upcoming election. 
Of the strike Gray said, 
rhere 
seemed to be a sense of relief among 
the inmates that it was over, because 
many of their privileges had been cur­ 
tailed.”

“Many of the grievances deal with 
legislative and other matters that are 
beyond our control,” Gray explained 
He said that prison officials would 
meet with members of the new council 
and look at their grievances after the 
elections. 
New Detroit Judge Admits 
Marxist Views; Under Fire 


DETROIT (AP) — A young lawyer 
who says his political views are 
Marxist is facing a storm of con­ 
troversy as he waits to take the seat on 
Detroit Recorder’s Court he won by 
election last month. 
Although he has not yet heard a 
single case in the criminal court, 32- 
year-old Justin Ravitz is already being 
threatened with a salary penalty and a 
complaint to the State Judical Tenure 
Commission. 
Ravitz prompted the outcry when he 
refused to stand for the Pledge of 
Allegiance at official swearing-in 
ceremonies earlier this week. 
He said he was within his rights to 
refuse to pledge to the flag as a protest 
against the Vietnam war and domestic 
social conditions. 
Ravitz said regardless of his 
political views — or perhaps because 
of them — he will uphold the law better 
than most members of the bench and 
other government officials. 
“I can and will follow the law,” he 
said. “That will be progressive.” 
Ravitz cited racial discrimination in 
Recorder’s Court jury selection 
practices he and a law partner un­ 
covered during a controversial trial of 


three black radicals involved in a 
shootout with police. Their efforts 
resulted in an overhaul of the selection 
procedure so that more blacks, women 
and youths are included. 
Ravitz also won a Michigan Supreme 
Court ruling that voided state law 
dealing with marijuana as vague and 
erroneous. Another law, with lower 
penalties, was passed.

believes will help counter inequities in 
the legal system in Detroit — holding 
round-the-clock sessions to eliminate 
prearraignment detention 
and

pushers and others with no real 
prospects for immediate reform.”
